The state-run Damascus Radio 
said: "If the Arab Nation has 
scored another gain against die

Jordan, USSR urge

MOSCOW, May 12 (Agencies) — Jordanian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Hassan Ibrahim has held talks with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko on the Middle East situation and the 
development of bilateral relations, Tass News Agency reported today. 

Mr. Ibrahim agreed with Mr. Grnimko that the Eg}ptiun-IsraeJi 
settlement had aggravated tension in the Middle Ea*t and set new 
obstacles to genuine peace in the area, it said. 

“Satisfaction was expressed over the development of Soviet-

Mr. Ibrahim arrived on a short visit to Moscow on Thursday and 
met Mr. Gromyko yesterday . Mr. Ibrahim and Mr. Grom\ ko expre- 
ssed their conviction that the achievement of a just and lasting peace in 
the Middle East region can not be brought about in the absence of a 
comprehensive settlement in which all concerned parties directly 
involved in the issue take part, the Jordan News Agency < JNA) said. 

These must include Ihe Palestine liberation Organisation (PLOt 
which is the sole and legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people, JNA added. 

The two sides also expressed their countries' rejection of separate 
solutions and stressed that the Egyptian -Israeli peace treaty has 
Turtlier complicated the situation and set new obstacles to genuine 
peace in the area.

“On Tuesday we shall set out our programme for tackling this 
great task. It will be a new beginning. It will mark a decisive break 
from the drift and dedinc of recent years. But in the deepest sense 
there is nothing radically new in our proposals. They are changes to 
bring back what we all regret having lost."

UNIFIL ignores Haddad warning,

BRAACHIT. Lebanon, May 12 
(RJ— United Nations troops 
backed by armoured cars drove 
into this southern Lebanese vil- 
lage today following a warning 
from Lebanese renegade army 
major Saad Haddad that he.would 
occupy iL 

Maj. Haddad, who has declared 
a "Free Lebanon" in a wedge of* 
territory along the Israeli border, 
made the threat after demanding 
that the villagers cooperate with 
him. 

Braachit has been a target for 
Lsraeligunnersand their Lebanese 
rightist allies. Yesterday, three 
people were killed and a woman 
was wounded in a bombardment. 

The village headman said Maj. 
Haddad had warned that his 
armoured vehicles would occupy 
the village by force unless his 
demand was heeded. 

He notified the Irish com- 
mander of the U.N. troops in the 
village and Dutch, Nigerian and 
Senegalese troops of the U.N. 
Interim Force in Lebanon 
( UNIFIL 1 later arrived. 

Three hostages taken by the 
rightists from the village have 
been released.

The 
newspaper As Safir said they were 
victims of an anti -personnel dus- 
ter bomb of the type dropped by 
Israeli planes earlier this week. 

Lebanese authorities in Sidon. 
provincial capital of the South, 
maintained that Israeli warplanes 
droped cluster bombs during their 
recent raids in the South. 


The blast occured at the village 
of Babiiiyeh, seven miles south of 
Sidon and 32 miles south of 
Beirut. 

The eight victims, ali between 
eight and 13 years of age. were 
brothers and cousins from one 
family, a spokesman for the Sidon 
governor's office said. 

Cluster bombs were first used 
during Israel's four-month inva- 
sion of South Lebanon last year, 
drawing sharp protests from Pres- 
ident Carter's administration. 

Security Council members have 
been privately discussing a 
Lebanese request for a meeting on 
the situation in southern Lebanon, 
where the rightists have prevented 
UNIFIL from helping to restore 
the Lebanese government’s 
authority. 

Council members are due to 
resume talks on Monday to settle a 
disagreement over the wording of 
a statement. 


Shawwa urges U.S. 
to recognise PLO 


BEIRUT. May 12 (R)-The 
Mayor of Gaza. Mr. Ra&had Al 
Shawwa. today called un the 
United Slates to recognise the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
as the sole representative of the 
Palestinian people. 

Speaking at a news conference, 
Mr. Shawwa said that the U.S.. 
"which carries the banner defend- 
ing the right to self-determination 
for all peoples, must recognise our 
right to self-determination." 

He said that the L'.S. and Israel, 
while claiming to be democracies, 
were denying democratic prin- 
ciples by their refusal to recognise 
the PLO as the sole representative 
of the Palestinian people. 

"Democracy means the rule of 
tbe majority. In the ease of the 
Palestinians we have decided 
unanimously to have the PLO as 
our sole representative !o find., a 
solution," he said. 

The mayor of the Israeli- 
occupied town said he rejected tbe 
Palestinian autonomy plan for- 
mulated under the 'Egypt-Israel 
peace agreement signed last 
March because it would not bring 
self-determination or create an 
independent Palestinian state. 

He also said he rejected par- 
ticipation in any elections under 
the present autonomy plan, saying 
the plan legalised Israeli occu- 
pation. 

The mayor denied a report in 
Friday's Jordan Times quoting 
him as calling for the establ- 
ishment of an independent Pales- 
tinian state in the Gaza Strip. 


The newspaper had mis- 
understood his. remarks in an 
interview, he said. 

He called for the creation of a 
United Nations-supervised cor- 
ridor between the West Bank and 
Gaza and said the two areas were 
both parts of “old Palestine." 

Mr. Shawwa arrived here last 
night for talks with PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat on forging a com- 
mon Palestinian approach to 
forthcoming U.S .-backed negoti- 
ations on Palestinian autonomy in 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

He said a common line had not 
vet been determined. 


Israel deports 
two Americans 
from West Bank 

TEL AVIV. May 12 \ Agencies) 
Israel has deported two Ameri- 
can students accused of par- 
ticipating in anti-Israeli 
demonstrations in the occupied 
West Bank last week. 

The two are Michael and 
Carl Derrick, 20-vear-old iden- 
tical twin brothers and students 
at Birzeit University, which was 
ordered closed by the Israeli 
military occupation authorities 
after student demonstrators 
clashed with militant Israeli 
settlers. 

The two brothers, from State 
College. Pennsylvania, are the 
sons of Mr. Wayne Derrick, 
head librarian at Birzeit Uni- 
versity. 

The deportation order, issued 
on May 10. gave them three- 
days to leave Israel.

Open options 


WE WELCOME yesterday's joint statement by Jordan 
and the Soviet Union that a just and permanent peace in 
the Middle East can only be achieved through a com- 
prehensive solution in which all parties, including the PLO 
as the only representatives of the Palestinian people, are 
included. 

The statement is more than just a timely reiteration of 
Jordan's well-known views on this urgent matter. It is also a 
reminder that the Arab states reject separate, piecemeal 
solutions which have the effect, if not the aim. of dividing 
the Arab World while serving only the interests of an 
expansionist Israel, and that they have important friends 
who share that view. 

Jordan is in the forefront of the Arab parties who are 
unceasingly striving to find new avenues by which to 
approach the momentous problem of securing peace and 
justice. As His Majesty King Hussein said just a month ago. 
“there must be a new international action in which the 
Soviet Union and other parties concerned in the region 
could participate" in the search for peace. 

At the moment, it looks as if the reconvening of the 
Geneva peace conference offers the best hope for pro- 
viding this wider forum. To embark anew on the road to 
Geneva becomes more difficult, however, with every pas- 
sing day, which is why the Arabs must seize the initiative 
now. We hope, therefore, that something will come of 
Iraq's reported initiative for calling a summit to formulate a 
common Arab position and a detailed Arab action plan 
which leaves no room for doubt that the Arabs urgently 
seek and want peace. 

It is wishful thinking, we fear, to expect the Carter 
administration, particularly as the 1980 elections draw 
nearer, suddenly to pull back from the Camp David 
approach and seek an alternative way of influencing events 
in the Middle East. Mr. Carter could hardly expect the 
fickle American electorate to take kindly to an admission 
on his part that the vaunted Camp David “miracle" has 
come to nought, and that the partnership of the 
Soviets— whose motives, as the SALT debate shows, are 
still suspected by a substantial segment of U.S. public 
opinion— should be sought in a new joint Mideast initiative. 

The basis for such a joint initiative once existed, in the 
form of the October 1977 Soviet-American communique, 
which expressed agreement to a surprising degree on the 
prerequisites for fair Middle East settlement. It may be 
beyond the capacity of detente or the SALT talks to rebuild 
that framework, now that it has been overshadowed by the 
extravagant edifice of Camp David. 

But that does not prevent the Arab states themselves 
from fashioning a new, dynamic plan of action for Middle 
East peace and presenting it to the world community, at the 
U.N. or at Geneva, with the aim of securing the help 
needed to put it into effect. We think the beginnings of this 
hopeful process are being witnessed now. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


COMMENTING ON the news, reportedly communicated to 
.Egypt through the U.S. embassy in Cairo, that the Carter 
administration has reached an agreement with the Soviet Union 
to bring the Middle East Issue back to the U.N., AL RA'l in its 
editorial Saturday suggests that “we give the U.S. a chance to 
correct the course of its Middle East policy.” which, the paper 
says, has brought about the isolation of Egypt from the Arab and 
Islamic Worlds. 

The paper believes that the U.S.'s reported intention to 
transfer the issue to rhe U.N. constitutes a recognition on the part 
of the U.S. that the position adopted by the Arabs in rejecting the 
Camp David agreement is correct. The paper, therefore, calls on 
the Arabs not to “rush blindly” behind the new U.S. policy as this 
would be a serious mistake, tantamount to accepting the’ Camp 
David agreements. 

The paper further justifies its advice on the basis that ihe 
Arabs have not as yet developed a unified programme of action or 
built up their indigenous strength. 

The paper asserts that without unified Arab action based on 
strength, going to Geneva would be meaningless, as Israel would 
not give up an inch of Arab territories unless it felt that the Arabs 
were strong enough to impose their will to achieve a just and 
comprehensive peace in the area. 

AL DUSTOUR lauds the decision made by the Islamic Con- 
ference meeting in Fez that calls for Jerusalem to be designated 
capital of Palestine, and says that all the world has condemned 
Israeli attempts to judaise the holy city. 

The papere says that undoubtedly Islamic states are the ones 
who ought to shoulder the responsibility of carrying out such 
action— taking into consideration the urgency of the situation. 

The time factor, the paper adds, plays an important role in 
the conspiracy against Muslims and Arabs: and this is why, the 
paper (includes, Jordan has been unequivocal in its call for an 
Islamic summit to find a way to rescue Jerusalem before it is too 
late.

vital importance of developing 
regional links in transportation., 
such as the Hijaz railway and “the 
gleam in the eye"jof the next two 
or three decades— a railway link 
with the Indian subcontinent. He 
also mentioned the plan to establ- 
ish roads that will connect the 
outer perimeters of the Arabian 
peninsula. 

The Crown Prince expressed 
the hope that the conference 
would not be a “flash in the pan" 
type of meeting and stressed the 
need for greater cooperation bet- 
ween Arab states, which are not 
yet economically homogenous. 

Chairing the conference in the 
morning was Mr. D.C. Elliot of 
the World Bank (be Is chief of the 
Railways and Ports Division for 
Europe, Middle East and North 
Africa) and in the afternoon Dr. 
Saloum, Deputy Minister of 
Communications in Saudi Arabia. 
Four speakers presented 
papers— two in the morning and 
two after lunch. 

First to speak was Mr. T. Beag- 
ley of Britain on “direction and 
control oF Transport by Gov- 
ernments”. Mr. Beagiev stressed 
that, in his opinion after 30 years 
as a government officiaL the level 
of government interference in 
transportation should be kept to 
an absolute minimum since the 
transport operator knows best 
bow to run his business. 

Although governments will jus- 
tifiably find it necessary to exer- 
cise some control over transport in 
order to protea national interests, 
h is vital that a transport system 
should be efficient. This applies 
even more internationally where 
flexibility of operating conditions 
and fair competition are necessary 
for quality of service, Mr. Beagley 
said. 

Mr. Ghandour, who presented a 
comprehensive picture of the 
remarkable growth in recent years 
of the importance of air transport 
in the Arab World, gave a forth- 
right and interesting talk which 
brought a number of questions 
from the audience made up of 
experts in different fields of trans- 
port. 

Among the air transport and 
airport problems highlighted in his 
paper, which was accompanied by 
a slide show, he spoke at length of

but they failed to demonstrate fidelity to thb 
commitment bv seeking formulas which blatantly 
ignore and circumvent both of the basic and essen- 
tial prerequisites of such a 'peace. They seek, 
instead, to impose on our region a settlement - 
which leaves more unsatisfied panics than it 
appeases, and more unresolved issues than those 
to which it addresses itself. 

We. the Palestinians, arid all o( the peoples of 

our region have a right to an authentic peace. 
Equally, we share the obligation and the respon- 
sibility to reject and resist attempts to foist upon 
us a iranquilising substitute. Wc believe that Israel 
sought and obtained at Camp David u formula 
which can only and of necessity lead to the dosed 
road of unilateral settlement with Egypt. This is 
evident from the fact that while the accords con- 
ceded rhe mutual claims or Israel uml Egypt 
(Israeli withdrawal from occupied Sinai and Egy- 
ptian recognition of Israel and the normalization 
of relations between them ). they failed to main- 
tain the symmetry by conceding even in principle 
the claims of any of the other panics to the Arab- 
lsraeli conflict. As far as the Palestinian dimen- 
sion of the conflict is concerned, the agreement 
was deliberately designed to provoke Palestinian 
rejection: 

1 . ll addresses “the inhabitants of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip” rather than the Pales- 
tinian people. We find this evasion of the problem 
unacceptable for two reason*. First, the inhabit- 
ants of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip are a 
third of the Palestinian people. A minority cannot 
legitimately act on behalf of the whole. Second, it 
it» the majority of people, ignored by the agree- 
ments. who suffered most. While the residents of 
the West Bank and Gaza live under occupation, 
they at least live in their homeland. The rest arc 
the victims of forced exile. 

The Camp David agreements and the con- 
sequent negotiations accept the premise that the 
peoples concerned arc free to designate their 
spokesmen and representatives. The Palestinian 
people alone arc denied this right. The Palestine 
Liberation Organisation is accepted by the Pales- 
tinian people and by the overwhelming majority 
of the nations of the world as the legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian people. The Camp 
David agreements require the Palestinians to seek 
a substitute leadership as a condition for any sort 
pf participation. 

3. The agreements envision "autonomy” for 
the inhabitants of one-fifth of Palestine. In polit- 
ical terminology, autonomy is less than inde- 
pendence. and an autonomous region is a part of a 
larger state. The agreements, therefore, rule nut 
the possibility of independence. We see no reason 
why we should be interested in negotiating a set- 
tlement which rules out in advance the option of 
independence for the Palestinian people. We have 
no interest in legitimising Israeli occupation by 
consenting to a thinly camouflaged version of it. . 

4. Jerusalem, the dty built by the Arab Jebu- 
slies before the Hebrews ever set foot on this land, 
isthe heart of Palestinian history and heritage. It is 
also the geographic link between the northern and 
southern halves of the West Bank. We are neither 
willing nor able to envision a future without it. 

5. Any agreement which docs not require, 
without equivocation, an internationally super- 


vised cessation to Israeli settlement in the West” 
Bank and Gaza betrays lack of good faith and a 
cruel disregard for the future of our people. It Is 
1 the sine qua i ion of the confidence-building pro- 
cess which is alleged to be the principal achieve- 
ment and merit of the ongoing diplomacy. 

6, The agreements represent a regression 
from earlier international commitments to the 
Palestinian refugees. They make.no mention of 
their internationally recognised right to choose 
repatriation or compensation. They simply prom- 
ise that their tragedy will be discussed and that a 
solution will be sought. Before Camp David there 
were agreed-upon solution’s needing implemen- 
tation. Now, there is simply a problem which will 
someday be considered. 

The Palestinian people are not unaware of the 
complexity of the issues. Therefore, they do 
understand and accept the need for lengthy and 
difficult negotiations. They are even reconciled to 
the prospect of phased implementation of a peace- 
ful settlement. They certainly do nor expect that 
the accumulated injustices would vanish over- 
night. and they do not day-dream of easy and 
sudden freedom. But they are equally aware of the 
sterility of negotiating a settlement which in 
advance rules out the essence of their national 
identity, rights, and aspirations. 

The Palestinian people would he prepared to 
discuss how, when, under whai conditions, and in 
exchange for what they are to achieve inde- 
pendence in their homeland. But they ate not 
prepared, and no one has the right to expect them, 
to be prepared, to discuss the modalities of deny- 
ing them their national freedom.

AMMAN, May 12 — Field day is a 
spring tradition at American 
Community School.

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Nadia Comaneci wins gymnastics title 

COPENHAGEN, May 12 (R) - Nadia Comaneci of Romania 
convincingly won her third successive combined title at the 
Women's European Gymnastics Championships here last night 
Comaneci, 17. totalled 39.45 points and won three of the four 
disciplines - vaulting, parallel bars and floor exercises - outright 
She came second on the beam scoring 9.90 points against the 9.95 
of Natalia Shaposhnikova of the Soviet Union. Comaneci's com- 
patriot Emilia Eberle finished second overall with 38.85 and 
Shaposhnikova was third with 38.75. World champion Yelena 
Mukhina came a disappointing fourth with 38.70. Yesterday's 
events were also qualifying competitions for the individual titles 
which will be decided today. 


New scoring system for fencing 

PARIS, May 12 (R) — The International Fencing Federation 
(ME), at a two-day congress here, has introduced a new scoring 
system for the sport aimed at reducing the effects of judging 
errors. Delegates approved an amendment to the regulations 
which means that, from 1981, the fianl states of competitions will 
take place on the knock-out principle and no longer by pools as at 
present. At the same time, they agreed to a Swiss proposal that 
fencers, from the quarter-finals onwards, would in future need a 
winning margin of at least two touches up to the score of 15-15. 
and then victory would go to the first man to score a touch. 

Fencing experts feel this should help reduce the effect of judging 
errors which can swing a match at present when the fencers are at 
9-9. The experts added that, by making the two reforms, the FIE 
had taken a major step towards simplifying competition finals, 
both for fencers and spectators. Delegates rejected by 23 votes to 
12 a Soviet demand to expel South Africa. They suspended for six 


months a Chinese fencer, Qiu Hong-jun, who refused to meet an 
Israeli in the Under-20 World Championships. FIE President 
Pierre Ferri was instructed to seek the Chinese Federation’s, 
explanation. 


Somerset wins over Northamptonshire 

LONDON, May 12 (R) — Somerset took advantage of a rainy day 
which forced several postponements to move to the top of the 
English County Cricket League with a ten-wicket victory over 
Northamptonshire yesterday. Former Oxford captain Vic Marks 
got 76 not out as Somerset roiled to 251 for seven declared, a lead 
of 122. In reply, Northamptonshire made exactly 122 with Marks 
taking six for 33 leaving Somerset to score just one run for victory. 
In the only other match. Yorkshire, after a first innings 151 not 
out from Geoff Boycott, had to settle for a draw against Der- 
byshire. Derbyshire reached 200 for six in reply to Yorkshire's 
29 9 for seven when time ran out. 


Desai: India must improve performance 

NEW DELHI, May 12 (R.) — Prime Minister Morarji Desai has 
called for measures to improve Indian performance in the field of 
sport. “We have to take steps to ensure that our performance in 
future is worthy of the potential of. the country,” he told Edu- 
cation Minister P.C Chunder, also in charge of sports, in a letter 
made public yesterday. The prime minister said the problem was 
one of organisation, attitude and practice rather than of talent 
There was what he called “politicalisation," favouritism and 
manoeuvring, and coaching camps left much to be desired. “All 
these points must be put right" he said after recalling that India 
would stage the Asian Games in 1982 and the 1984 World Hoc- 
key Cup. 


U.K. Football 


Arsenal beats United 
in closing minute 

LONDON, May 12 (R)— In the most stunning finish to an English 
Football Association (FA) cup final in years. Arsenal, with a goal one 
minute from time, triumphed 3-2 over Manchester United at 
Wembley here today. 

.Arsenal. last year's beaten finalists, appeared to be cruising to a 
comfortable 2-0 win with only three minutes left. But suddenly 
United, seemingly a spent force, unkschwt a blistering counter 
attack that sent their previously subdued fans wild with delight 

Towering centre Half Gordon McQueen strode into the penalty 
area to side foot home in the 87th minute and 60 seconds Irish 

international Sammy Mcllroy wriggled through Arsenal's tottering 
defence and his blocked shot rolled tant aKsmgt y past goalkeeper Pat 
Jennings for a sensational equaliser. 

Manchester United fans, hardly able to believe their eyes, checked 
their watches and prepared for another onslaught in extra time— but 
the excitement was far from over. 

Liam Brady, creator of Arsenal's two first half gpak for Brian 
Talbot and Frank Stapleton, again found space and floated acros s a 
wickedly curling centre. The ball drifted wide of United’s young 
goalkeeper Gary Bailey and Alan Sunderland, summoning up one 
last burst of energy, lashed home the winner. 

Brady, who limped off in last-year’s final following an indifferent 
display, was at his brilliant best in the first half, twice catching 
United's jittery defence cold. In the 1 2th minute he drifted across the 
pitch before slipping a superb ball to David Price whose centre was 
knocked home by Talbot. 

United hit back strongly with Welsh internatio nal Micky Thomas 
working busily in midfield in an attempt to get strikers Jimmy 
Greenboff and Joe Jordan clear. United fans roared for a goal in the 
38th minute but McQueen had clearly knocked the bail home with 
his arm. 

Arsenal struck again in the crucial minute before halftime. 
United's defence hesitated as Brady threaded his way through on the 
right and his pinpoint cross was headed home by the unmarked 
Stapleton. 

United stepped up their pace m the second half in an attempt to 
unsettle Arsenal with Macari, released from marking Brady, da rting 
through into dangerous positions. His header in the 60th minute was 
spectacularly turned over by Je nnin gs and five minutes later Macari, 
a member of Scotland’s World Cup squad in Argentina last year, 
hooked narrowly over. Then came those pulsating three minutes that 
left everybody gasping.

Amin purges said to 

ave decimated male 
opulation in Uganda 
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DOKOLO, Uganda, May 12 (R) — Eight years of Idi 
Amin's bloodthirsty purges have ljeft entire villages 
without men in north Uganda. Tanzanian soldiers, 
pressing on against his retreating forces through the 
Acholi and Lango regions, are discovering whole 
communities where there are only widows and 
orphans. 


And in Kampala today, a sur- 
vivor of the purge-s told bow up to 
200 men a day from the two 
northern tribes were being killed 
at one stage in 1977. 

Mr. Apollo Lawoko, held for 
196 days by General Amin’s 
dreaded State Research Bureau 
and now director of Ugandan 
broadcasting, also said he saw the 
deposed dictator personally take 
part in three killings. 

Dr. Milton Obote. the man 
Gen. Amin overthrew in 1971, 
was from Lango, and Amin’s first 
act after seizing power was to 
execute thousands of army offic- 
ers and men from the two tribes. 

Whenever there was a coup 
attempt — or a coup scare — Gen. 
Amin would dispatch murder 
squads north to Acholi and Lango. 
Now in many areas there is an 
almost total absence of men aged 
20 to 50. 

The Tanzanians are now 
approaching Lango’ s capital, Lira, 
one of three district capitals not 
taken, amid reports of more 
atrocities by Amin's beaten sol- 
diers. 

Sister Janet, a Ugandan nun at 
the mission station in Dokolo, said 
Gen. Amin’s men had murdered 
at least two priests in Lira and sac- 


Woolworth 
heiress 
dies at 66 


LOS ANGELES, May 12 
IRJ—Barbara Hutton, who mar- 
ried seven times in her search for 
happiness, has died at the age of 
66 . 

Miss Hutton was pronounced 
dead on arrival at the Cedars- 
Sinai Hospital last night, a hospital 
spokesman said today. He said she 
died of natural causes. 

She was the granddaughter of 
F.W. Woolworth. who founded 
the international chain of stores. 
The public saw her as a poor little 
rich girl and after her third 
divorce, she said sadly: “You can't 
buy love with money." 

Miss Hutton's list of husbands 
consisted of three princes-a Rus- 
sian. a Lithuanian and a 
Vietnamese—a Danish count, a 
German baron, A Dominican 
playboy and film starCaiy Gram. 
All the marriages ended in 
divorce. 


ked every church and convent in 
the town.

Mr. Lawoko said he saw Pres- 
ident Amin hammer a police offi- 
cial to death and. during a purge of 
the Acholi and Langi Tribes, help 
beat a group of soldiers to death. 
Amin wore a gas mask, said Mr. 
Lawoko. 

Mr. Lawoko. who escaped only 
hours before his own execution 
was due, also claimed to be the 
only surviving prisoner to see 
Anglican Archbishop Janani 
Luwum and two government 
ministers only minutes before they 
were murdered by Gen. Amin and 
his aides. 

He said he saw the archbishop 
and the two government minis- 
ters, Erinayo Oryema and Charles 
Oboth Ofurabi, go into the office 
of Mr. Farouk Minawa, head of 
the State Research Bureau, where 
President Amin was waiting. 

"Outside of the office, we could 
hear Amin accusing them, saying 
‘I know you are planning to kill me 
and overthrow the government.’ 
We could hear their denials. 

"We heard beatings with what 
sounded like big whips and after 
about five minutes, there were 
shots. 

"We were hurried downstairs to 
our cells, and the guards warned 
us that if we ever spoke about 
what happened, we would be 
skinned alive. 

"Shortly afterwards, a guard 
came and said that the ‘sheikh’ of 


the church of Uganda was dead. 
Our turn was to come soon.” 

According to Mr. Lawoko, the 
international outcry over the 
bishop's death caused Gen. Amin 
to change tactics. 

Reclassified as "presidential 
cases," Mr. Lowoko and two 
dozen other government officials 
and professionals were held for six 
months, tortured daily and forced 
to sign confessions. 

"They were killing between 150 
and 200 Langi and Acholi each 
day until the end of April, and 50 a 
day for the rest of the time I was 
in," he said. 

“Starting at about 7:30 at night 
until about 4:00 in the morning, 
the murde r sq uad would line up on 
the steps to the ground floor, hold- 
ing crow bars, hammers and pis- 
tols. 

"As the bound prisoners were 
pulled up the steps, people would 
beat them on all parts of their 
body. Finally, their heads would 
be beaten in. By the time they 
reached the top of the steps, they 
were dead." 

After the hearing of the "pres- 
idential cases," Mr. Lawoko was 
acquitted but 14 others were sen- 
tenced to death by firing squat}. 
President Amin sent guards to 
re-arrest him. but he escaped to 
Kenva. 


Vietnam agrees to China s 
prisoner- 



PEKING, May 12 (R)— Vietnam agreed today, 
under protest, to swap prisoners seized in the 
month-long frontier war with China, proposing- a 
border crossing-point exchange on May 21. 

The surprise announcement by Vice-foreign 
Minister Phan Hien came at the fourth round of 
peace talks in Hanoi— hitherto dogged by polem- 
ical argument since they opened on April IS. 

The Vietnamese minister turned down China' s 
earlier suggestion of a first exchange on May 19, a 
move which could mean fresh argument before 
any prisoners return home. 

There was no immediate response from the 
Chinese today. But some diplomats felt that Pek- 
ing might accept the May 21 date, content with a 
big propaganda victory at a time when the peace 
talks are bogged down. 

China claims to hold about 1,600 Vietnamese 
after freeing about 1 ,000 on the battlefield of their 
February border conflict Hanoi says it holds 
about 200 Chinese. 

China said yesterday it had decided unilaterally 
to free about 100 prisoners at the Friendship Pass 
border crossing on May 19 even if Vietnam did 
□ot reciprocate, and called for Red Cross dele- 


gates from each nation - to discuss - future 
exchanges. ..... 

Mr. Hien said today no agreement bad been 
readied at the negotiating table on the “problem* 1 
of prisoner exchanges. China’ s announcement 
yesterday was "an arrogant action at variance with 
the elementary principles of a negotiation, 
namely, the need for discussions to find a -mutually 
satisfactory settlement,” he said. 

By making its announcement outside the. talks, 
China bad raised doubts about its professions of 
goodwill, Mr. Hien was quoted as saying by the 
Vietnam News Agency. 

Vietnam, however, agreed with the proposal 
out of humanity and a desire to see prisoners 
reunited with their families. It would send rep- 
resentatives to the border to hand over “a 
number" of sick and wounded Chinese, while 
receiving prisoners from China, the Vietnamese 
delegate said. 

The representatives could not be at the Friend- 
ship Pass on May 19 because of “technical 
reasons" and Hanoi therefore suggested May 21, 
Mr. Hien said. 
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King Carlos: Spain can provide link 
for dialogue between Europe, Africa 
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ABIDJAN, Ivoiy Coast. May 12 
(R)— King Juan Carlos of Spain, 
making his first visit to black 
Africa, has called for an inter- 
continental dialogue between 
Europe and Africa and said that 
his country could provide the link. 

Because of Spain's historical 
links with Africa, no country was 
better placed to help launch such a 
dialogue for cooperation, he said. 


The king , who arrived here yes- 
terday at the start of a week-long 
tour of three French-speaking 
African states, was speaking at a 
dinner in bis honour last night. 

French President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing has also called for 
such cooperation between Africa

Bangladesh may be on brink of disaster 


MANILA, Philippines, May 12 
(AP) — Bangladesh, once called 
"an international basket case" by 
Mr. Henry Kissinger, may be 
again on the verge of catastrophe 
unless the world intervenes, the 
head of the World Food Council 
said today. 

Mr. Arturo Tanco said 
Bangladesh officials told him they 
expect hundreds of thousands to 
starve this summer without at least 
a half-million tons of emergency 
grain aid. 

Last December, the shortfall in 
food grains predicted for 
Bangladesh this year was 1.7 mil- 
lion tons, and it was on that figure 
that aid programmes were based, 
Mr. Tanoo said. 

He said floods and droughts 


since then have caused such severe 
crop damage that Dacca now 
expects to grow 2.2 million tons 
less than it needs for its 81 million 
people. He issued an urgent 
appeal to grain-rich nations to 
make up the difference. 

Disaster has been no stranger to 
Bangladesh during its short but 
turbulent existence. A natural 
calamity, a 1970 cyclone that 
killed at least 300,000 Bengalis, 
caused a political split leading to 
the civil war that formed Banglad- 
esh out of what was East Pakistan. 


In early December 1971. Mr. 
Kissinger, then national security 
adviser ‘to President Nixon, 
argued in private that the United 
States should not support inde- 


- pendence for the breakaway pro- 
vince, fearing it would become 
"an international basket case" liv- 
ing off foreign aid. 

The Indian-aided revolution 
succeeded, and Bangladesh has 
lived on the brink of disaster ever 
since. 

\fr. Tanco. whose agency is the 
implementing arm of the U.N.

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Thailand authorises Red Cross

EEC urged to shift energy 
emphasis from oil to coal 


EDINBURGH. Scotland, May 12 
(RJ— Mr. Roy Jenkins, president 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity Commission, yesterday- 
urged the Common Market to 
shift its energy consumption from 
an emphasis on oil to coal. 

He and Dr. Guido Brunner, 
EEC Commissioner for Energy, 
also appealed to Britain to enter 
the European Monetary System 
(EMS) set up to stabilise cur- 
rencies. 

Mr. Jenkins, addressing the 
Consultative Committee of the 
European Coal and Steel Com- 
munity (ECSC) at its meeting 
here, said the 1980s and beyond 
had to be a period oF new invest- 
ment and research into the use of 
coal for energy. 

Dr. Brunner told the ECSC 
Consultative Committee that the 
tuh force of the EEC had to be 
exerted in achieving a swift move 
away from oil as an energy source. 

The Consultative Committee, 
representing coal and steel pro- 
ducers, consumers and trade 
unions throughout the com- 


munity. presented a report to Mr. 
Jenkins and Dr. Brunner on the 
need for immediate action to 
promote the use of coal instead of 
oil in power stations. 

The report said the persisting 
dependence of the Community on 
oil imports was "very dangerous." 

It went on: "figures show that 
the community's energy supply is 
at great risk. The risks are so seri- 
ous as to appear unacceptable 
because they threaten the basis of 
the whole economy and thus the 
well-being of the Community, 
particularly as regards the social 
aspects of unemployment." 

On the European Monetary 
System, Mr. Jenkins said: “The 
EMS and what can follow from it 
has the potential to change the 
prevailing economic climate. 

"It provides a better chance to 
stimulate investment and to create 
the essential conditions for a new, 
powerful and sustained ground- 
swell of demand enhancing our 
capacity to create new wealth, new 
jobs and new industry."

principally through the Thai Red 
Cross, would furnish food and 
medical help to the refugees. 

This has been done in the past 
but the aid was unofficial because 
the Thai Government regards as' 
illegal immigrants all Kam- 
pucheans crossing the border 
since Jan. 7 this year, when the 
Khmer Rouge government of 
Pnme Minister Pol Pot was ousted 
from Phnom Penh by a 
Vietnamese-led offensive. 

A renewed Vietnamese-led 
campaign by the forces of the new 
Soviet-backed administration in 
Phnom Penh against the Khmer 
Rouge in western Kampuchea 
over the last month has sent fresh 
waves of refugees into Thailand. 

None has been accorded 
refugee status and most have been 
sent back, possibly to face death at 
the hands of the Khmer Rouge 
who regard them as traitors for 


escaping, according to refugees. 

But repatriation could only be 
carried out once the level of fight- 
ing had diminished si g nifi c a n tly 
and conflict-free areas established 
to enable a rice crop to be planted, 
they added. According to 
refugees, Kampuchea is faring a 
potential famine, especially in its 
chief rice-growing Battambang 
Province in the northwest.

VIENNA, May 12 (R) — Austrian 
authorities yesterday promised 
blanket security arrangements 
and “every possible facility" for 
the Carter-Brezhncv summit 
starting in Vienna on June 15. 

Government officials and police 
under Chancellor Bruno Kreisky's 
personal direction began pre- 
paring for the presidential meet- 
ing soon after Vienna was finally 
agreed as the venue, 

"we are waiting to hear exactly 
what the Americans and Russians 
want. We will do everything. 
Every possible facility will be pro- 
vided," a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. 

Dr. Kreisky, who pressed hard 


for Vienna to be chosen, told 
friends only a few days ago he 
thought the Austrian capital had 
lost out — because of "bad 
memories" of the last U.S.-Soviet 
summit held here. 

When President Kennedy and 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
met in Vienna for two days in 
1961, they clashed on almost 
every issue discussed. “It’s going 
to be a cold winter," the U.S. 
leader said when he left. 

Like President Carter’s coming 
meeting with President Leonid' 
.Brezhnev, the 1961 meeting was. 
also a first encounter. 

Hopes were high for an East- 
West breakjthrough. But by the 


time the meeting ended, both 
sides admitted it had been a fail- 
ure. 

Vienna diplomats feared 
neither of the super powers would 
want a repeat summit in the city. 
But they agreed yesterday that the 
four-day Carter-Brezhnev meet- 
ing, following agreement on a new 
SALT accord, will start under' 
more auspicious circumstances. 

Vienna appeared to have been 
chosen over Geneva, Helsinki or 
Stockholm because it is the easiest 
city to reach by train from Mos- 
cow. If, as expected, the ailing 
72-year-old Soviet president 
comes by rail, he will have a jour- 
ney of about 32 hours. 


ROME, May 12 (R)-Red 
Brigades urban guerrillas hand- 
cuffed a Christian Democrat to his 
own staircase yesterday and 
warned they would continue their 
wax against the Italian general 
election on June 3 and 4. 

Three members of the gang 
raided the home of Mr. Giuseppe 
Merola, a leader of the Rome 
branch of the Christian Demo- 
cratic Party, and handcuffed him 
to a metal hand-rail on his stair- 
,case. 

They hung a placard around his 
head saying “Red Brigades— let us 
destroy the Christian Democrats, 
strike the men of power in the 
poor districts," and photographed 
him before escaping. 

The gang did not cany out the 
usual Red Brigades policy of 
shooting vic tims in the legs. 

Shortly afterwards, the gang left 
a print of their photograph with a 
new policy statement in a hiding- 
place. It was picked up after a 
telephone tip to a reporter of a 
Rome newspaper. 

_ “With the elections, the Chris- 
tian Democrats want to display 
their power,” the guerrillas S3id. 
“The proletarians, the 
revolutionaries, the communists 
will show their weakness... They 


will give no respite. 

The Red Brigades also boasted 
that no target was beyond their 
reach after their successful 
onslaught on a Christian Demo- 
cratic Party office here nine days 
ago. “No target, however weil- 
guarded, is immune to a guerrilla 
‘attack.” 

Government officials said that 
about 50,000 soldiers would be 
called in to protect offices and 
candidates during the campaign, 
supplementing Italy’s police 
forces.
